BY-LAW No. 103. 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
$403.65 for the payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. 

WHERZAS, under andin pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Muricipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented ta, 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
the:eof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whercon the improyement was proposed to 
be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Strect and Third Street on the 
Hudson’s Bry Company’s Rescrve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereo: paid by a special frontage 
axsessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side oi the portion ef Jasper Avenue whereon the 
the improvement was proposed to be maie. 

AND WHEREAS the said imprevements were 
made, and the experditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
in that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows: (a) That 
the probable life of the iniprovements made under 
each of the above mentioned petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows: Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereen) was asfollows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,400.00 ; and thaé comprised in Petition No. 
2, $9,000.00, making in all the sum of $17,490.00. 
(d) That no- portion of the costs of any of the im- 
provements made under either of the said pctitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality at large. (c¢) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is G2¢ feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improyements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is to be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. z is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is tu be 
borne, i3 an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursu ‘nee of said Petition No. 2; 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the strcet whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period of ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the sume 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipal.ty at large the said sum 
of £493,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shali be repayable on the 3lst cay of De- 
cember, 1904, and which shall bear interest 
from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHEREAS while the said debt is crested on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 

AND WHEREAS the total amount required to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
$56.35, being composed of the sum of 344.65 in re- 
spect of the sum of $320.25, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of $11.70 in 
respect of the sum of $53.40, the cost of the improve- 


» 


ments under Petition No. 2. 
AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
said sum of $44.65, is 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $11.70 is 1 35-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land con:prised in Petition N>, 2. 

THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, enact as follows : 

1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 ¢5 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may issue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than $1(0 each, repayable on the 3lst day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate of 6 percent, per 
annum from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to hare attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of $403.55, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 7 4-100 cents 

r fost frontage on all of the land comprised in 

etition No. 1, and of 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 

4. The credit of the Municipality is hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid.

It isa 
hopeful sign when leading eastern papers 
began to realize the close and important 
relation which the welfare of the Northwest 
bears to that of Eastern Canada, and it is 
not too much to say that had that relation 
been properly understood ten years ago as 
it is beginning to be understood to-day a 
great deal of the disappointment at the lack 
of progress made both in the west and in 
the east would not Until now the 
east has looked upon the Northwest as a 
side issue, as something which it was entire 
ly questionable whether its existence and 


exist. 


development was and would be any benefit 
if indeed it would not be an injury, to the 
rest of the The Northwest wa 

blamed for piling up the taxes, for pulling 
down the price of wheat and for reducing 
the price of land in the eastern provinces. 
No account was taken of the fact that the 
wealth and business and tax paying and 
debt bearing power of the nation were being 
increased by every additional furrow that 
was being turned in the Northwest, nor of 
the fact that it was the over production of 
the world at large that was pulling down 
the price of produce which again was what 
pulled down the price of land. It has been 
an article of faith with the papers and 
public men of Eastern Canada for years that

west meant a loss of the amouit of his 
wealth producing power to the country. 
Noth ng could be further from the truth or 
from common sense. His removal meant an 
increase in his power to produce by reason 
of wider opportunities and therefore meant 
increase in the actual wealth of the 
country by thatamount. It is refreshing 
to see that the Montreal Star—in an article 
which appears in another column—has 
adopted and is advocating the idea that 
the colonization of the citizens of Eastern 
Canada in the Northwest would be a benefit 
both to the west and the east. As the Star 
is an exponent rather than a moulder of 
public opinion it is likely that this view is 
coming to be generally held, and that we 
may soon look fora change of view and of 
policy on the part of eastern people towards

the Northwest. Instead of eastern men 
and meney going to build up the United 
States while Europe is looked to to build up 
the Northwest, we will have Eastern 
Canadians turning their attention and 
energy avd labor and capital to this more 


whose advancement means 

the advancement of every part of Canadaand 

every interest in Canada. In the past fifteen 

years ten times as much Canadian men and 

money has gone to build up Minnesota, the 

Dakotas, Montana, Washington, Oregon 
and California as bas gone to help to build 
up the Northwest, while every year we have 
heard the changes rung on the vigorous im- 
migration policy by which the Northwest 
was to be populated from Europe without 
depopulating Eastern Canada. As the Star 
remarks, that policy lacks the endorsement 
of success, It is high time it was changed 
for a policy whose first care would be to 
retain inthe country its own inhabitants 
and use its and their contentment and pros- 
perity as the lure by which to draw people 
from cther lands. Canada’s immigration 
policy > has been the pouring water of into a 
seive Let this foolishness cease and let a bot- 
tom be put in the reive. That is to say, let the 
conditions surrounding settlement and re- 
sidence in the Northwest be made as favor- 
able as circumstance, will reasonably permit, 
let the inducements that are held out to 
people te come from Russia and the United 
States be held out to people to come from 
the eastern provinces to the Northwest, and 
there will still beas many people in the 
east and very many more in the west than 
at present. The loss will be to the United 
States, which has drained the life blood of 
Eastern Canada for the past fifteen years 
while our government and public men and 
private citizens blindly refused to see the 
evilorapply the remedy. While the gov- 
ernment can do a great deal in this direc- 
tion by its administration of affairs in the 
Northwest, a great deal can also be done by 
the press and leading citizens of the east. 
As long as they were antagonizing the 
Northwest—as they have done all along and 
in many cases are doing yet,—it could only 
be expected that their interference would 
have ite effect. But if they can be made to 
see that the interest of the east demands 
the filling up of the Northwest, even with 
eastern men, and they preach that doctrine 
as energetically as they hare the opposite 
one,that also will have its effect, and the re-

TERRITORIAL EXHIBITION. 


The prize lists of the Territorial exhibi- 
tion to be held in Regina from July 29th to 
August 7th have been received. The ia- 
formation contained is very complete. The 
return railway rates are: Edmonton $15.70, 
Wetaskiwin $14.85, Red Deer $13.70, Irn’: 
fail $13.35, Olds $12.96. Excursion races 
are given over the C. P. R. from all pein 
in Eastern Canada to cover the Winnipeg 
exhibition, the Territorial exhibition and 
all points in the Territories as well. The 
rates on these Excursions are $39 to Reg*aa 
and return, $35 to Calgary and $40 to Ed- 
monton. 

During the exhibition travelling dairies 
from the department of agriculture will be 
present. There will be a long list of special 
atiractions as follows: Tuesday, July 30th, 
Indian Polo tournament, Indian games and 
horse racing. Wednesday, July 3ist, 
Broncho breaking tournament. Steer rop- 
ing tournament. Thursday, August Ist. 
Mounted police tournament. Trap shooting 
tournament. Friday, August 2nd. Bicycle 
tournament. Polo tournament. Saturday, 
August 3rd. Football tournament. Cricket 
tournament. Tennis tournament. Monday, 
August 5th. Red River dance tournament. 
Horse speeding tournament. Tuesday, 
August 6th, Highland sports and games. 
Wednesday, August 7th, horse racing tour- 
nament. Seven bands of music will be 
present. There will be bagpipe perform- 
ances,and spectacular and acrobatic perfcrim- 
ances. The price of admission to the 

unds will be 25c. each time of entering 
or adults and 10c. for children. 


All entries must be made on the printcd 
forms accompanying the prize list. These 
forms must be filled up, and signed and sent 
to the accountant, Regina, on or before the 
18th of July. The entry fee must in all 
cases be forwarded with the entry. Entry 
fees range from Ic. for domestic manufac- 
tures to $1 for stallions. Horses other than 
stallions, 50c. Cattle other than bulls, 25c. 

The cost of carriage of exhibits to Regina 
must be paid but will be refunded by the 
railway company after the exhibition and 
the goods returned home free. 

Exhibits other than live stock and dairy 
products must be on the ground at 9 a. m. 
on Monday, July 29th, and live stock and 
da ry products must be on the ground at 10 
a m. on Tuesday, July 30th. 

Buildings will be provided on the grounds 
for all live stock. Straw for bedding and 
water will be furnished free. Hay and 
grain will be sold on the ground at lowest 
prices. 

Prizes will be paid on the grounds. 

Exhibits winning prizes in the open com- 
petition classes will not be eligible te take 
prizes offered for similar exhibits open to 
the Nocth West Territories. 


Three prizes are given in the horse classes, 
The highest being $35 for standard bred 
trotters. In cattle the high prize is $30 for 
shorthorn bull ; best cow of four years gets 
$25, and best cow of three years $23. The 
best sheep prize is $12.

HOW TO PEOPLE THE TERRITORIES. 
Montreal Star 

Ways and means of filling up the North- 
west have come up temporarily for a good 
deal of discussion just now. The old plan 
suffers from lack of the endorsement of 
success; and many comments seem to in- 
dicate that our people are tired of paying 
immigrants to pass through Canada to the 
United States. On the other hand, the 
idea that a contented people in Canada is 
the best lure for immigration that we can 
procure is gaining ground. The Toronto 
Globe, for instance, contends that we should 
study to “take the weights off agriculture,” 
holding that ‘‘when we have a population 
doing well on the land, the merchants of the 
towns and villages and their wholesale sup- 
ply agents in the cities will not be doing ill. 
that the mechanics and industrial classes in 
the mills and factories will have plenty to 
do, and that the commercial machine gener- 
ally will ran smoothly along, and times of 
fatness come again.” Applying this to the 
unmigration question, it says : 

“This must be the general basis of an 
eflective immigration policy for the filling 
up of the fertile lands not only of the 
Northwest but of every other province that 
has unoccupied lands. Any other basis is 
like pouring water into asieve. The settler 
who comes out and finds his expectations 
realized become a nucleus of colonization, 
whereas if he is wholly disappointed he is a 
blight to the country, and it were better if 
he bad never been induced to set his foot 
im it.” 

The gospel of this is that the contented 
settler as the best immigration agent ; and 
the application thereof is that we should 
labor to make the people we have contented 
rather than employ artificial means to bring 
in others to augment and advertise the dis- 
content we already possess. This 1s pre- 
cisely the result that a wise colonization 
plan would accomplish. Men would not be 
uuimped down in the Northwest in ignorance 
of local conditions and possibly in debt for 
their equipment, unacclimated and unad- 
vised, “They would be Canadians who know 
the climate and emg, of the conditions 
of farming. They would be “ assisted ’ 
from the outset; and t to succeed if 
success is to be atta in that country. 
Moreover, their removal from the cities 
would make life easier for those left behind, 
and so would put them in a better position 
to buy the alien of the new farmers. It 
would augment the market where the city 
man sells his wares, and it would give a 
fillip to the market where the farmer sells 


his.

A severe hail storm occurred at 
burg, Assa., on June 16th. 

Hendershott and Welter were hanged at 
St. Thomas, Ont., on Tuesday, June 18th, 
for the murder of W. H. Hendershott for 
$11,000 insurance money. 

Fifty Canadian horses which were landed 
a few daye ago in England were sold for an 
average price of 39 guineas (3157) each. 
They were mach admired and found ready 
buyers. 

The Winnipeg Tribune says that Min- 
neapolis fiour is being imported into Win- 
nipeg and sold at less than Ogilvie charges. 
The Tribune figures Ogilvie’s profit as 
against freight, duty and undercut in price 
on U. S. flour 655 cents profit over that of 
the Minneapolis dealers. 

The Moose Jaw Times points out that ac- 
cording-to the calculations of the depart- 
ment of the interior, based on homestead 
entries, the population of the Territuries in- 
creased 47,648 during the past three years, 
while the mounted police census makes the 
actual increase, including immigration and 
births, 21,276. There is a fearfal discrep- 
ancy here. That vigorous immigration 
policy must have got lost down a crack. 

Montreal Star: It is pre-eminently wise 
to give the west generous representation at 
Ottawa. We want to know, above most 
things, the needs of that country ; and, hav- 
ing learned them, we want to do our best to 
meet them. To reach this result, it is, of 
course, necessary for the North West to 
send us representatives who will the truth 
and the whole truth about their constituents 
no matter how the telling of it may effect 
this or that party policy.

This gentleman, knowing 
the advantages of this place purchased his 
tickets for himeelf and family for Prince 
Albert direct. No sooner was this fact 
known than the emigration agents used every 
means in their power to direct him from his 
purpose, going so far even as to offer him a 
free passage providing he would alter his 
determination and go to Edmonton District 
instead of Prince Albert, alleging that the 
climate and soil at Edmonton were far sup- 
erior to the intended place of his destination. 
The persistent attempts of these agents 
caused Mr. Lambert to suspect that they 
had some ulterior end in view and therefore 
he wisely pursued the even tenor of his 
way.

They have done very 
well and bring out quite a valuable lot of 
furs. They started from their camp about 
100 miles south of Fort Resolution on 
Great Slave lake, on May 20th. The past 
winter was mild and the spring early. The 
snow went off about April }0th, and the 
river broke about May 10th. The new 
Roman Catholic mission steamer, which 
was built last winter, was launched at Fort 
Smith when they passed there. They met 
Mr. Malterner at the same place bound for 
Peel river alone ina canoe. At Chipewyan 
potatoes were above ground when they pass- 
ed. The steamer Graham had not been 
launched. Trade had been good at Chipe- 
wyan. Colin Fraser had made a good trade 
and expects to be in Edmonton about July. 
FE. Nagle had reached Chipewyan with his 
outfit in good shape. Peter Luted aud a 
number of Indians came up to the Landing 
from Chipewyan with McDonald & Ker. 
They bring*furs for sale. The steamer Atha- 
basca left the Landing for Little Slave river 
on the 20th. Fur was plentiful in the north 
last winter and rabbits and lynx were in- 
creasing in numbers, which indicates plenty 
of fur and good times for the Indians next 
winter. Deer were numerous last winter.
